Populists are ever shouting in the face 
of statute and of natural law, “ Mak e 
way . 
W e are the peoplel” 
They said 
< hicago car-burners wore“ the people.” 
They said Coxey ’s army was “ the peo­ 
ple.” 
Mr. I.amt) say s tha t the F rb a na 
ruffians who tortured a poor wretch are 
“the people.” 
Now, who are “ the people’' in a re­ 
public? 
Have we got away from our 
old co iception of a state wherein reigns 
liberty regulate.! by law, the state of 
Washington, Hamilton, Jefferson and 
Marshall, the state which Lincoln and 
Grant upheld in its unity and authority 
when several million persons declared 
themselves to be “ the people” and de­ 
manded its dissolution? 
I f so, we are 
a collection of lawless tribes without a 
government: for a government which 
is tolerant of it- own irregular super­ 
sod ure is lik e a headless turtle already 
dead, even if it doesn’t k now it. If law 
has ceased of its supremacy and we 
ha \e nothing left but license, let us see 
where we are. 
If two thousand people j 
in Frbana can resume their delegated 
power- and set aside the law made by 
the three million people of Ohio there 
is 
no 
reason 
why 
the 
people 
of South Carolina should not pa-- an 
ordinance of secession and dissolve the ; 
United S'&tes. 
There i- also no reason 
why a dozen of Mr. L a m b ’s neighbors 
in Enterprise, Kan., should not resume 
their delegated powers, declare tha t; 
life and property are no longer legal 
right- and rob and k ill Mr. Lamb. As 
he is not afraid to trust “ the people” 
he would doubtless approve such a 
course if it met the wishes of the in­ 
habitants of the square mile in which 
he happens to dwell. T ha t is excellent 
law for burglars, train-wreck ers and 
murderers. 
Tf they want to k ill an en­ 
emy , or rob a house, or loot an express- 
car, they have only to become resi­ 
dents of the place where they wish to 
operate, withdraw their delegated pow­ 
ers, and execute their sovereign will at 
pleasure. 
They are superior to Presi­ 
dent, Congress, courts, police, sheriff 
and hangman, for these are all their 
servants.

He is, in fact, al­ 
mo st as intelligent as a po liceman. 
He is the steed and inseparable co m­ 
panio n o f R o undsm an 
Redmund 
1'. 
Keresey o f the Thirty-eighth precinct, 
which is in the annex ed district. 
Po m 
pey is remarkable no t alo ne fo r his tal 
enfs; he lias also a histo ry, which 
full o f hum an interest. 
His intelligence dev elo ped so rapidly 
that Keresey began to teach him a few 
tricks.

o f his fo relegs near the gro und, 
lit 
raised tla* leg to avo id tho o bsfac le ' 
and tapped the gro und lightly. Keresey j 
at the same time said, “ Co unt o n e.” 
Then he co unted o ne witho ut the use o f j 
the whip. 
This pro cess was co ntinued ! 
until Po mpey was able to co unt six , 
whi'*h is his present state o f pro ficiency.

Price o f Swarthmo re, Pa., to a New 
Yo rk Tribu ne repo rter. “ Ev en the mo st 
co nserv ativ e- will g rant that the train­ 
ing o f the y o u ng is no t o nly her priv i­ 
leg e, bu t her du ty . 
Do es it no t seem 
strang e, then, that in many o f o u r states 
wo men hav e been so eaitirely ig no red in 
the manag ement o f o u r pu blic scho o ls? 
In the scho o ls, as in the pro fessio ns, 
men hav e had hitherto the adv antag e o f 
the squ atter—men are o n the g ro u nd, 
and po ssessio n is nine po ints o f the law. 
In the pro fessio ns, ho wev er, we find 
here and there su ccessfu l wo men who 
hav e o v erco me this disadv antag e by their 
indiv idu al wo rth and persistent effo rt, 
bu t in the pu blic scho o ls the m atter is 
mo re difficu lt, fo r they are u nder thu 
co ntro l o f the state, and tho se who hav e 
po ssessio n hav e the weapo n to defend 
themselv es in this po ssessio n. 
“ Fo r instance, the co nstitu tio n o f 
Pennsy lv ania makes wo men elig ible to 
any o ffice o f co ntro l o r manag ement u n ­ 
der the scho o l sy stem, y et it denies 
them the rig ht to v o te fo r the peo ple 
who ho ld o ffices o r make the appo int­ 
ments. 
Ex perience has sho wn that so 
lo ng as wo men hav e to lo o k to the men 
o f the state to place them in o ffices o f 
co ntro l o r manag ement they will no t 
g et the o ffices, fo r in this, the twenty - 
fo u rth y ear since o u r co nstitu tio n went 
into effect, we find that o u t o f a to tal o f 
13,78 4 
scho o l directo rs o nly 41 
are 
■wo men. 
“ The o ffice o f directo r is pro bably the 
mo st impo rtant in the who le list. 
The 
ideal scho o l directo r sho u ld be equ ipped 
ith a liberal edu catio n, a kno wledg e 
o f u p to date edu catio nal metho ds, in- 
erest in the pu blic scho o ls and a belief 
■tn their po ssibilities, a kno wledg e o f 
hild natu re and the needs o f children, 
he ability to ju dg e character and to 
deal with men, and su fficient leisu re to 
iev o te to the v ario u s du ties o f the o ffice, 
md the mo re o f these qu alities and at- 
;ainments a scho o l bo ard po ssesses the 
mo re nearly it appro aches the ideal.

One o f the g riev ances o f the su ffrag e 
leaders lay in the fact that the literary 
wo men o f the co u ntry wo u ld ex press no 
sy mpathy with their effo rts. Po ets and 
au tho rs in g eneral were deno u nced. 
Gail Hamilto n, who bad the g o o d o f 
wo man in her heart, who was better in ­ 
fo rmed o n pu blic affairs than perhaps 
any o ther wo man in the United States, 
and who se trenchant pen cu t deep and 
spared no t, alway s repro bated the cau se. 
Mrs. Sto we sto o d alo o f, and so did 
Catherine Beecher, tho u g h u rg ed to the 
co ntrary co u rse by Henry Ward Beech­ 
er and Isabella Beecher Ho o ker.

fered by g reat mu ltitu des o f o u r sex , 
which are mu ltifo rm and mo st hu m ili­ 
ating . 
No r am I o ppo sed to wo men’s 
u ndertaking to g o v ern bo y s and m en— 
they alway s hav e and they alway s will. 
No r am I o ppo sed to the claim that wo ­ 
men hav e equ al rig hts w ith men. 
I 
rather claim that they hav e the sacred 
su perio r rig hts that Go d and g o o d men 
acco rd to the weak and defenseless, by 
which they hav e the easiest wo rk, the 
mo st safe and co mfo rtable places and 
the larg est share o f all the mo st ag ree­ 
able and desirable enjo y ments o f this 
life.
